REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

In response to the Office Action dated December 30, 2005, claims 6-16 and 18 are 
canceled. Claims 1-5 and 17 are now active in this application. 

The indication that claims 1-5 and 17 are allowable is acknowledged and appreciated. 

REJECTION OF CLAIMS UNDER 35 U.S.C. § 102 

I. Claims 7, 8 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Takeuchi et al. (USPN 5,267,154). 

Claims 16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Kellas et 
al. (USPN 5,142,616). 

II. To expedite prosecution, claims 7, 8, 1 1, 16 and 18 are cancelled, leaving claims 1-5 and 
17, indicated allowable, pending in this application.
